1 cup all-purpose flour 
Swish beef drippings around 
bottom and sides of pie pan or 
other pan to be used.

TRY THE UNUSUAL 

Sometimes it pays to throw 
away the “book” when fishing 
and try the unconventional. 
Imagination and a willingness 
to experiment when fish won’t 
bite often produces results 
when all the proven methods 
fail. 

Breaking the so-called rules 
when they are unworkable is 
the mark of a wise and usually 
successful angler, say the fish¬ 
ing experts at Mercury out¬ 
boards. And, although such 
things may seem strange or 
comica 1, they may be. well 
worth the small effort it takes 
to give them a try. 

A tree is a good example. 
Usually its overhanging 
branches are a problem, and 
frequently you’ll find a limb 
that’s been decorated with 
glittering ornaments by erring 
casters. Yet, this same limb 
can be a blessing in disguise. 

: , Using strong line, try casting 
a fly or bug over the branch and 
permit it to dance lightly on 
the surface directly below. It 
sometimes proves just the 
thing to excite a reluctant bat¬ 
tler. Boating a fish hooked in 
this manner is more a matter 
of power than finesse, and you 
may lose more than you land, 
but it will work on occasion. 

Another device calls for the 
use of two lures instead of 
one. Tandem fly-fishing for 
trout is common and extremely 
effective, yet frequently over¬ 
looked. Link two flies together 
with leader material, one be¬ 
hind the other about four 
inches. This same idea works 
with plugs or flies and .plugs 
or bait in combinations. 
There’s no end of interesting 
fish teasers that can he con¬ 
cocted, and often they’re just 
the answer. 

These are just two deviations 
that can be tried, observe the 
Mercury lads, hut the list Is 
limited only by imagination. 
Who knows, maybe you’ll find, 
a “sure thing” that leads to a 
full stringer.

A group of 140 of the 2,100 
prison inmates has been selected 
to leam how to program and op¬ 
erate an IBM Model 1130 compu¬ 
ter. The teaching will be done by 
nine other convicts who have 
spent months in training.

A missing house, a hawk-like dove, and a lubricated cellar con¬ 
tributed to the potpourri of bizarre insurance claims that enlivened 
1967 for Aetna Life & Casualty claim specialists. 

The “Case of the Disappearing Domicile” developed when an 
Atlanta area man returned from a trip to find an unoccupied house 
he owned gone. The mystery, which gained national attention, was 
partly solved when the five-room, frame house was found 40 miles 
away. But there’s confusion over why a house mover took it there 
and the case is still under investigation by Aetna. 

Things seemed peaceful enough to a Poultney, Vt., motorist one 
day in November, especially when he noticed a dove flying nearby. 
Too nearby. The bird buzzed the car, breaking the radio aerial. 
Commented the Aetna representative who paid the $11 claim: “With 
doves like this who needs hawks?” 

As an oil delivery man dutifully pumped 60 gallons of fuel 
through outside pipes into what he thought was the basement storage 
tank of a Denver home, he was stopped by the owner’s horrified 
screams. The oil man didn’t realize the heating system had been 
converted to electricity and the tank removed. 

Meanwhile, back at Atlanta, 1967 was proving to be a strange 
year for homeowners. Another claim was filed for a vanishing 
house by a woman who said a wrecking firm tore down her home 
when it wasn’t supposed to. She was right. The wreckers had 
picked the wrong house. 

In Oregon, a helpful deputy sheriff helped wreck a car. When a 
car stalled at a railroad crossing signal, the deputy volunteered to 
give it a push. He did, but thought the car started and left as it 
straddled the railroad tracks, where it stalled again. Still unable 
i > start it, the driver went for more help, but the train arrived be- 
foe he returned. 

Like most motorists, a New Jersey man likes to hear his car 
im-loy purr. But, one day, tfie whole thing went a little too “fur.”

In New Jersey, a woman suffered a cat bite as a result of a dog 
fight. Site was holding a pet cat in her lap in a veterinarian’s wait¬ 
ing room, when the canine clash erupted. The cat got so excited she 
bit her owner. 

In Texas, a bank director was bitten by a doctor at a directors 
meeting. It started when one director, a doctor, attacked another 
lirc t. • while the doctor’s brother, also a doctor and director, at- 
taeked a fourth director. The Aetna-insured man, a fifth director, 
tided to break up the rnelee between the first pair. In the process 
the doctor bit him on the arm. Medical treatment—administered by 
a doctor who was not a director—was paid for by Aetna under a 
health insurance policy. 

The reaction of an Illinois artist when her original painting of 
a golf scene was damaged during its return from an exhibit was 
epitomized by the painting’s title: “Teed Off.” Aetna paid $200 
for repairs.
